neft purpoſe to amend, oz turning ta 

God with a truſt of par don. | 
This defimtion-1ray be diuided into 
the parts: ürſt, a ſoꝛrowing ſoꝛ our ſing:

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Secondly,a truſt of pardon, which other- 
wiſe may be called, a perſwaſion of 
Gods mercv, by the mecits of Ci:21K, fo2 
the foꝛgiuenelle of our fins : And thirdly, 
apurpoſc to amend, oz conuerſion to a 
new life.

It a man repent not vntill 
he haue a iuſt and fill ſoꝛro wing foꝛ his 
fins (drarelp belaued) when thall he re- 
pont: Fo2 in as much as hell tice, and the 
pimiſhment ot the deuils, is a iuſt puniſh⸗ 
ment foꝛ ünne: In as much as in all Gn 


there is a conteinpt of God, wich is all 


godneſſe, an) thecfaze there is a deſert of 
all 
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allilneſſe: Alas, who can beare oꝛ feele 
this iuſtſoꝛrow, this full ſozrow foz our 
ſinnes, this their tontrition, which they 
doe ſo diſcerne from their attrition - 
Shall not man by this doctrine rather 
deſpaire,than come by repentance - If a 
manrepent not vntill he haue made con 
fellion of all his ſinnes in the eare of his 
ghoſtly father: if a man cannot hate 
abſolutton of his ſinnes, vntill his 
ſinnes bee told by tale and number in 
the Pꝛieſls eare: in that ( as David ſaith) 
none can underſtand, much leſle khen ut 

ter all his ſinnes: Delicta qui inte lligit ? 
Who can underſtand his ſumes? In that 


- David ofhimſeife complaineth elſewhere + 


how that his ſinnes are ouerflowed his 
head, andas a heauy burthen doe oppzefle 
him; Alas, ſhall not a man by this do- 
rine,bevtteclydzinenfromrepentance- 
Though they haue gone about, ſome⸗ 
thing to make a plaiſter foꝛ their ſoꝛes of 
tonfeſlion oꝛ attrition, to aſſwage this 
ſtuſte; bidding a man to hope well of 
his contrition, though it be not ſo full as 

is required; and of his tonfeſlion, though 
he haue not numbꝛed all his ſinnes, if ſo 


bee that he doe ſo much as in him lieth: 
dearely 
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dearely beloued, in that theue is none, but 
he is guilty herein (fo2 who doth as much 
as hee may - ) thinke pe that this plat- 
ter is not like (alt ta ſoꝛe eyes? Pes vn⸗ 
. doubtedly, when they haue done all they 
can foz the appeaſing of conſciences in 
theſe points, this is the ſumme, that we 
yet ſhould hope well: hut pet ſo hope, that 
wee mult ſtand in a mammering and 
doubting whether aur ſinnes be fozgiuen. 
Foz to beleeue Remiſſanem peecararum, 
that is, To be certaine of forgiueneſſe of 
ſinnes, as gur Creed teacheth vs, they 
count it a pꝛeſumption. O abomination, 
and that not onely herein, hut in all their 
penante as they paint it! 

As concerning ſatisfaction, by their 
Opera indebita, Vndue workes, that ia, 
by ſuch woꝛkes as they need not to doe, 
but of their owne voluntarineſſe and wil⸗ 
fulneſſe, ( wilfulneſſe indeed: ) who ſeth 
not. monſtraus abomination, blaſphe- 
mp, and euen open fighting againſt God? 

Foz it ſatisfaction can be dane by man, 
then Chꝛiſt died in vaine foꝛ him that ſo 
ſatisfieth,and ſo reigneth he in vaine; ſo 
is hee a Bichop and a Pzieſt in vaine. 
Gods law requireth loue to god with all

they had meant a new life, to make a- 
mends to the Congregation thereby, as 
by their euill life they did offend the 
Congregation; in which ſenſc the 4po- 
ffleſemeth to take that which hee wꝛi⸗ 
teth in 2 Cor. 7. where the old Jnterp2e- 
ter calleth Apologi an Satisfaction, which 
rather ſignifieth a defence o2 anſwering 
againe. If, I ſay, they had taken Satiſ-
